KEY TO CATALOGING 


DEFINITIONS 

SPECIMEN: An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
"000000" serial numbers and may have "Specimen" overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use 
surreptitiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons, though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them 
an idea of the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing. Usually specimens were printed in limited 
amounts at the beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an early stage, rather than 
have an entire production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed.A specimen is 
similar to the final product, printed on the same paper and in the same color. 

COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note for 
evaluation before a final printing. These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF: Ap initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for any 
errors or faults. These were usually printed on india paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card. The amount of 
proofs printed is usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate the quality of 
the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could have been repaired 
at an earlier stage. Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc. Anything that was made into a plate, such as a 
sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it. These would be called plate proofs (for multiple images) versus die 
proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 

COLOR TRIAL PROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color. 

ESSAY SPECIMEN or PROOF: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved 
design.An artist, engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. 
If a design is rejected and never used, it could be called an essay. 

PRODUCTION MATERIAL: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such, 
It may include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with 
corrections as well as proofs, specimens, essays, models, mockups and issued final items. 

MODEL: A proposed or final design that may include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, 
corporate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on. This 
portion of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the" digital age", 
banknote engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come 
up with a unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or “vignettes” of people or scenes would be engraved first to 
include in the new "work of art", and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed" to use on a newly designed 
item.All models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

February 26th, 1863 Handwritten letter from 
agent J. M. Tillman, outlining his travels and efforts to procure slaves for the Shelby 
Iron Manufacturing Company, which was a challenge, as “very few [were] disposed to 
hire their negros- those hiring preferring [sic] to hire to the government as the govern is 
paying $26 per month.” Tillman goes on to write, “...the government is in great want of 
negros all over Mississippi and is paying such high prices. If these [slaves] do not come 
there is no chance of hiring in Miss unless more of the country is overrun by the enemy- 
I rode every day while gone when not traveling on the Rail Roads and tried my best for 
you.” Briefly included in this letter are more mentions of railroad travel, as well as the 
running away of 2 out of 10 slaves. This lot also includes a separate handwritten note 
from Tillman regarding the transfer of the eight slaves, “The conductor of the Ala & 
Tenn RR Road will pass eight negros to Columbiana and Mr Z Strong will please forward 
them to Shelby Iron Works.” Fascinating and unique piece directly related to Southern 
slavery in the United States at the time of the Civil War, as the “enemy” named in the 
document must be the Union Army. Mississippi's location along the lengthy Mississippi 
River made it strategically important to both the Union and the Confederacy, and 
dozens of battles were fought in the state as armies repeatedly clashed near key towns 
and transportation nodes. Although there were small pockets of citizens who remained 
sympathetic to the Union, the vast majority of white Mississippians embraced slavery 
and the Confederate cause, as evidenced in this remarkable piece. The state of Alabama 
was also central to the Civil War, as the secession convention was held in Montgomery, 
which served as the first capital of the Confederate States of America.

Issued $142.00 Payment voucher-receipt with signed affidavit by Mary 
Jane Carpenter, Wife of Private Samuel Carpenter, who was a Prisoner of War from 
Company I of the 66th Regiment of the Indiana Infantry. Carpenter was captured by 
the “so-called Confederate States Government” near Collinsville, Tennessee in October 
of 1863. The Extract of the document states that the United States will provide payment 
for sums due to “families of officers and soldiers in the service of the United States,” 
who are or may become prisoners of war. Samuel Carpenter was taken to Andersonville 
Prison, a Confederate prisoner-of-war camp during the final fourteen months of the 
American Civil War. Unfortunately, Carpenter died in the prison, which was known for 
its deplorable conditions. The commander of the prison, Captain Henry Wirz, was tried 
and executed after the war for war crimes. Andersonville was overcrowded to four times 
its capacity, with an inadequate water supply, inadequate food and unsanitary conditions. 
Of the approximately 45,000 Union prisoners held at Camp Sumter during the war, 
nearly 13,000 died. The chief causes of death were scurvy, diarrhea and dysentery. 
Carpenter served in the 66th Indiana Infantry with three of his brothers, who also 
suffered poor fates in life. Calvin Carpenter made it through the Civil War, only to die 
from a tree falling upon him; Lee Carpenter was murdered by their brother, Greenbury 
Carpenter; and William Carpenter was terribly wounded at the battle of Collierville, 
Tennessee, however he survived through to the end of the war. Very interesting piece of

The campaign 
pitted Union Army Maj. Gen. Joseph Hooker’s Army of the Potomac against an army 
ess than half its size, General Robert E. Lee’s Confederate Army of Northern Virginia. 
Stonewall Jackson was wounded by friendly fire in this battle, requiring his left arm 
to be amputated, and he died of pneumonia eight days later. This event reasonably 
accounts for the author’s hopeful mention of Jackson’s “destruction” (i.e. death) in this 
journal entry. The author goes on to write on Monday, May 18th that “I seen [sic] in 
the eve papers that our men are doing a good thing between Ponchatoula [sic] & Camp 
More they captured 55 prisoners 20 horses & 60 muskets” and goes on to write how this 


area was where Bragg’s army “got most of their supplies they tore up all the bridges & 
telegraph wire,” in addition to rail road stations, gun carriages, wagons and cars, a large 
shoe factory, a saw mill, and a grist mill. He notes that this damage “will be a grate [sic] 
defeat to the rebels more than a large Battle.” The last entry, dated Tuesday, May 19th, 
mentions army activity at Baton Rouge, writing that “Gen Dudley has again been in the 
rear of Port Hudson drove the rebels all before him taking some Prisoners” and cattle.

In 1802, President Thomas Jefferson 
appointed Johnston as Indian Agent at the new trading agency in Fort Wayne, and by 
1809 he was in charge of two Indian Agencies. His primary responsibility was to manage 
trade so that Indians in the area would not seek trade with the nearby British. Johnston 
was responsible to the territorial governor, William Henry Harrison, and to the 
Superintendent of Indian Trade. Almost immediately, however, a rivalry began between 
Johnston and William Wells, the official interpreter at Fort Wayne. The Miami of Fort 
Wayne trusted Wells, who had been adopted into their tribe, while U.S. government

William II (December 1792 — 17 
March 1849) was King of the Netherlands, Grand Duke of Luxembourg, and Duke of 
Limburg. William II was the son of William I and Wilhelmine of Prussia. When his 
father, who up to that time ruled as sovereign prince, proclaimed himself king in 1815, 
he became Prince of Orange as heir apparent of the Kingdom of the Netherlands. With 
the abdication of his father on 7 October 1840, William II became king. During his 
reign, the Netherlands became a parliamentary democracy with the new constitution 
of 1848. He entered the British Army, and in 1811, as a 19 year old aide-de-camp in 
the headquarters of Arthur Wellesley, 1st Duke of Wellington, was allowed to observe 
several of Wellington’s campaigns of the Peninsular War. Though not yet 20, the young 
prince, according to the customs of the time, was made lieutenant colonel on 11 June 
1811 and colonel on 21 October that year. On 8 September 1812 he was made an aide- 
de-camp to the Prince Regent and on 14 December 1813 promoted to major-general. 
He returned to the Netherlands in 1813 when his father became sovereign prince, 
and in May 1814 succeeded Sir Thomas Graham as the highest-ranking officer of the 
British forces stationed there. Just a few months after this warrant was issued, William 
of Orange went on to be promoted to lieutenant-general in the British Army. Field 
Marshal John Colborne, 1st Baron Seaton, GCB, GCMG, GCH, PC (Ire) (16 February 
1778 — 17 April 1863) was a British Army officer and colonial governor. After taking part 
as a junior officer in the Anglo-Russian invasion of Holland, Sir Ralph Abercromby’s 
expedition to Egypt and then the War of the Third Coalition, he served as military 
secretary to Sir John Moore at the Battle of Corunna. He then commanded the 2nd 
Battalion of the 66th Regiment of Foot and, later, the 52nd Regiment of Foot at many 
of the battles of the Peninsular War. At the Battle of Waterloo, Colborne on his own 
initiative brought the 52nd Regiment of Foot forward, took up a flanking position in 
relation to the French Imperial Guard and then, after firing repeated volleys into their 
flank, charged at the Guard so driving them back in disorder. He went on to become 
commander-in-chief of all the armed forces in British North America, personally leading 
the offensive at the Battle of Saint-Eustache in Lower Canada and defeating the rebel 
force in December 1837. After that he was high commissioner of the Ionian Islands and 
then Commander-in-Chief, Ireland.

After independence had been won, Pease was 
named the comptroller of public accounts in the government of the new but temporary 
Republic of Texas. Following the annexation of Texas to the United States, Pease was 
elected to the Texas House of Representatives in 1845 and reelected in 1847. In 1849, 
he ran for the Texas Senate from District 11 (Brazoria and Galveston counties) but lost 
to John B. Jones who was sworn in on November 5, 1849. Pease contested the election, 
was declared the winner, and was sworn in four days later on November 9, 1849. Pease 
first ran for governor in 1851 but withdrew from the race two weeks before the election. 
He was elected in each of the next two elections, 1853 and 1855. As governor, he paid 
off the state debt and established the financial foundation that the state would later use 
to finance its schools and colleges. During the American Civil War, Pease sided with 
the Union. He nonetheless enslaved several people; census records show ten enslaved 
people living and laboring at Pease’s Austin plantation in 1860. After the war, he became 
a leader in the state Republican Party and was appointed as the civilian governor 
of Texas in 1867 by General Philip H. Sheridan, who was the military head of the 
Reconstruction government. Pease’s policies as governor alienated both ex-Unionists 
and ex-Confederates and he resigned in 1869.

general William Mahone (1826-1895), the 428-mile (689 km) line linked Norfolk with 
Bristol, Virginia by way of Suffolk, Petersburg, Lynchburg, and Salem. The AM&O was 
promoted as a trade link to the west, and further expansion was envisioned with the 
goal of increasing Virginia’s Ohio Valley and Mississippi Valley commerce. It was heavily 
backed by investors from England and Scotland. The AM&O went into receivership 
after the U.S. Financial Panic of 1873. After several years of continuing financial 
problems, Mahone’s relationship with the bondholders soured, and he was removed as 
trustee, but was permitted to continue to lead operations. Finally, in 1881, the AM&O 
was sold at auction. It was acquired by other US. interests based in Philadelphia who 
outbid Mahone. They were already building Shenandoah Valley Railroad and had a new 
commodity in mind: bituminous coal. The AM&O was renamed to Norfolk and Western 
Railway (N&W). Norfolk & Western Railway was expanded west into the coalfields, and 
later into a much large system, eventually tapping the Ohio Valley and Mississippi Valley 
commerce as earlier promised Virginia. The N&W was combined with the Southern 
Railway, another profitable carrier, to form Norfolk Southern Corporation (NS) in 1982. 
Today, much of the former Atlantic, Mississippi and Ohio Railroad remains in service for
